In response to the Office Action dated May 31 , 2007, reconsideration and 
allowance of the present application are respectfully requested. Claims 2-10, 12-19, 
21-27 and 29-37 remain pending in the application. 

On pages 2-9 of the Office Action, independent claims 2, 12, 21 and 29, along 
with all dependent claims, are rejected as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 
6,580,870 (Kanazawa et al.) and U.S. Patent 6,496,847 (Bugnion et al.), and further 
in view of U.S. Patent 6,802,022 (Olson). This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

As previously set forth of record, Applicants have disclosed an application 
program layer with DVD player software 22, web browser 24 and other application 
programs 26 operably connected to an operating system 30. Applicants have further 
disclosed that, in an exemplary embodiment, an operating system checks the DVD 
for resource indications and associated sector address regions when the DVD is 
placed into the hardware player (e.g., page 2, lines 24-27). The resource indications 
and associated sector address regions are stored on the DVD in a manner that they 
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
